THE NORTH-EASTERN AREAS (REORGANISATION) 
(ARUNACHAL PRADESH) ADAPTATION OF LAWS 
(No. 3) ORDER, 1974 

G.S,R 17(E). —Whereas by Kection 79 of the North-Eastern Areas 
(Reorganisation) Act, 1971 (81 of 1971), the Central Government is em¬ 
powered, by Order, to make such adaptations and modifications in any 
law relating to a matter in List II or List Til in the Seventh Schedule to 
the Constitution, as may he necessary or expedient for the rnii'-ne.se of 
facilitating the application nf such law in relation tr; the Union ten itory 
of Arunachal Pradesh; 

Now, THEREFORE, in 'wei cise of the powers conferred by th" 'uud .sec¬ 
tion 79, the Cential Government hereby make.s- the follouenp Order, 
namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may be called the North-Eastern Areas (Leoigani- 
'-.a-'ii'n) (y'.run'’"ba^ p-'-ad^^'h'' '',dap'^'''f''"n of Lavs (Wo. 3) Order. 1974.

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(2) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 21st day aC 
January, 1972. 

2. (1) In thla Order,— 

(o) "appointed day" means the 21st day of January, 1972; 

(b) “existing law” means any State Act or Provincial Act or 
any Kegulatlon made imder the Government of India Act. 1870, oi* 
under the Government of India Act, 1935, and in force immediately 
before the appointed day in the whole or any part of the territories 
now comprised in the Union territory of Arunachal Pradesh and In¬ 
cludes any rule, order, bye-law, scheme, notification or other instru¬ 
ment made under such Act or Regulation, but does not include any 
law relating to a matter enumerated in the Union List; 

(c) “law” has the same meaning as in clause (g) of section 2 of 
the North-Eastern Areas (Reorganisation) Act, 1971. 

(2) The General Clauses Act, 1897, applies for the interpretation of 
this Order as It applies for the interpretation of a Central Act. 

3. As from the appointed day, the Act and the Regulation mentioned 
in the Schedule to this Order shall, until altered, repealed or amended 
by a competent Legislature or other competent authority, have effect 
subject to the adaptations and modifications directed by the Schedule. 

4. (I) Whenever an expression men/tioned in column 1 of the Table 
hereimder printed occurs (otherwise than in a title or preamble or in a 
citation or description of an enactment) in an existing law, whether such 
law is mentioned in thet Schedule to this Order or not, then, in the ap¬ 
plication of that law to the Union territory of Arunachal Pradesh, or, as 
the case may be, to any part thereof, unless that expression is by this 
Order expressly directed to be otherwise adapted or modified, or unless 
the coni.ext otherwise requires, there shall be substituted therefor the 
expression set opposite to it in column 2 of the said Table, and there shall 
also be made In any sentence In which that expression occurs, such con¬ 
sequential amendments as the rules of grammar may require.

order, licence, permission, award, commitment, attachment, bye-law, 
rule, regulation or thing may be revoked, varied or un-done in lik® 
manner, to the like extent and in the like circumstances as if it had been 
made, issued or done after the commencement of this Order by the com¬ 
petent authority and under, and in accordance with, the provisions then 
applicable to such a case.
